New.-jpapcrs have been forced to place limi- 
tations on the nnmber of .sub.ierlbcrs they 
could serve. And mnny features and 
have been curtailed. I 

Even thouRh their readera may not always i" 
realise It, the American newspapers have ,,,,,, 
been doing a commendable Job in ndJuKlIni? 
themselTM to tho fluctuntlnR problem.t aris- 
ing from the newsprint shortage which 
rangCB all the way from 15 t-o 20 per cent he- 
low normal, depending on chanRlng condi- 
tions In different localltlcB. 

The Times-News, together with aeveral 
thousand other dnily newspapers In 
United States. Is naturally hoping sufficient 
newsprint will again become available, so 
this newspaper can grow and expand In keep- 
ing with It.s potentialities.

PAItKINf; METER.S 

Twin Falls has talked parking meters for 
a number of years, but not until now has it 
finally decided to filve them a trial i 
mean.' of relieving traffic congestion In the 
buslne.*!! district. 

There are nrgumcntfl for and against park- 
ing meters, but inasmuch as all other at- 
tempts to flolvo our downtown traffic prob- 
lem have failed, It will be interesting to know 
If meters will bring about a solution. And the 
only way we can find out la to give them a 
trial 

The city will go to no expense In having 
the meters Installed and no commitments 
win be made beyond the .ilx-monlhs trial 
period. After the meters have been given 
try-out, the people of Twin Falls and vicinity 
will know whether they approve of such park- 
ing devices, -and the city officials can act ac- 
cordingly. 

Ono of the reasons advanced for the down- 
town parkin? problrm Is that the personnel 
of bu.nlne.is cstflbll.^hment.s is monopolizing 
available parking spaces. Residents driving 
downtown or farmers coming Into the city 
find It nlma^t Impo.'^.slhle to park their cars. 
The time and gejollne Ihey waste, coupled 
with nil the Inconvenience, raise the question 
as to whether the small charge exacted by 
parking meters would not actually prove a 
saving all around. 

If meters will make more parking spaces 
available by keeping cars on the move at 
more frequent Intervnls. as the manufactur- 
ers claim they will, that will be a big accom- 
plishment In Itself. 

In any event. It's worth a trial, and no one 
li going to be put to any appreciable exjiense 
during the trial period. Irrespective of what 
our first Impression of parking meters may 
be, let's hope they do the trick, hecau.ie soon' 
er or later Twin Falls must find some way o 
relieving Its downtown congestion.
